Credit In 8 Weeks 

New Express Term to Begin Oct. 21 


Another vehicle for getting college 
credit is now available at PBJC. 

Beginning Monday, Oct. 21, an “Ex¬ 
press Term” will be launched and will 
run for eight weeks until Thursday, 
Dec. 19. 

According to Dr. Pat Dyer, vice pres¬ 
ident of academic affairs, the Express 
Term choices will include both general 
education and some specialized, bus¬ 
iness or technical-related courses. 
Weekly class times will be doubled, so 
that a course that meets for three hours a 
week will meet six hours instead 

A number of different types of stu¬ 
dents may find the Express Term use¬ 
ful: 

• It is great for busy people who 
have business or employment reasons 
for taking credit courses, but do not 
wish to commit themselves to a full 16- 
week term.

• Winter residents who do not re¬ 
turn to Palm Beach County in time to 
register for the Fall Term in August can 
begin later in the Fall and still finish 


before the holidays.

PBJC Coach Tours Central America 


The love of sport can sometimes 
transcend linguistic, cultural, and even 
political boundaries. 

Frank Cacciatore, head baseball coach 
at PBJC, found out this was so when he 
spent three weeks in July in Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica, teaching baseball funda¬ 
mentals to youth baseball coaches and 
players on the national teams. The trip 
was part of a pilot program sponsored by 
the United States Information Services to 
promote goodwill overseas thmugh sports. 


He ate with the Central Americans, 
worked with them, lived among them, and 
even communicated with them in broken 
Spanish. 

And he learned people are the same 
wherever you go. 

“Even though theyre extremely poor, 
and living under an oppressive political 
system, kids are kids,” Cacciatore said 
‘They get bored and fidgety after awhile 
unless you hold their attention.”

“Nova" meant “doesn't go" in Spanish. 

When Polaroid was planning to launch 
its Swinger camera in France, they al¬ 
most made a similar faux-pas. A con¬ 
sultant in cross-cultural differences told 
Polaroid that “Swinger" in French meant 
“to act like a monkey." 

Because Florida commerce is becom¬ 
ing more multinational, the PBJC Con¬ 
tinuing Education Division has planned a 
special dinner/lecture on “Breaking Cul- 
teral Barriers in Business" to be held 
Wednesday, Oct 23 beginning at 6:30 
p.m. at the Hyatt-Palm Beaches. 

The guest speaker for the evening is 
the consultant who helped Polaroid: Pieire 
Casse, a lectui’er at the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Institute of the World Bank in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. and author of three books, 
including “Training for the Multicultural 
Manager." 

His talk will focus on ways to “learn how 
to learn" about the mindset of potential 
customers, whether they are on the other 
side of town or on the other side of the 
world It has been designed to be pert¬

and educators in the international business

“According to a 1984 report by the De-( 
partment of Education’s Project for Inter¬ 
national Education and Economic Devel¬ 
opment, if Florida were a sovreign nation, 
the value of its foreign trade would be 
greater than that of 86 percent of the 183 
nations in the world,” said John Townsend, 
continuing education coordinator.

Export/Import: Play To Win 


Entrepreneurs who want to cash 
in on the boom in international 
trade can learn how to get started 
and succeed with a series of courses 
to be offered by the PBJC Contin¬ 
uing Education Division beginning 
in October. 

The five-course series entitled 
“Export/Import: Play to Win" will 
include a basic export/import class, 
plus “advanced" modules in build¬ 
ing an import business, domestic 
marketing of imports, building an 
export business, and financing and 
documentation. 

Each course will last six weeks, 
and will be held from 6-8 p.m. on 
either Tuesday or Wednesday eve¬ 
nings at PBJC Central. 

“There is no lack of opportunity 
locally for the small to medium¬ 
sized businessman to carve out a 
niche in the international market,” 
said Don Edelson, instructor. “These 
courses will show how to take ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunities and 
avoid the pitfalls.” 

Edelson is a partner of Market¬ 
ing Management International, an 
international marketing consult¬ 
ing and management operation 


based in West Palm Beach. 

He is a former vice president 
and director of LSB Industries, a 
multidivisioned company which is 
listed on the American Stock Ex¬ 
change, and former president of D 
& R Distributors, a regional rack¬ 
jobbing firm. 

Edelson’s 20-year career in in¬ 
ternational trade has taken him to 
23 countries, including Japan, 
Hong Kong, Brazil, the People’s 
Republic of China, the Philippines 
and Germany.

Keeping the kids, and even the coaches, 
interested was not a big problem. The U.S. 
Embassy provided him with an experi¬ 
enced traveling companion-Jose Cardenal, 
.a refugee who left Cuba in 1960 after 
signing a pro contract and who went on to 
spend 18 years in the major leagues. 

“Jose created a lot of excitement with the 
media,” Cacciatore said “He is a fantastic 
person and really worked hard during the 
trip.” 

Cardenal was equally emphatic in his 
praise. In a telephone interview, he said, “I 
really enjoyed working with Frank I was 
encouraged and impressed with his talents. 
When he was instructing, he was so 
thorough that there wasn’t much more I 
could add.” 

There were some sobering moments, 
though, in which Cacciatore was grate¬ 
ful fisr Cardenal and his knowledge of 
Central American protocol. 

“We had to be very careful about 
what we said,” the coach explained. ‘KI 
didn’t have Jose with me, the embassy 
would probably have said something. I 
wasn’t trying to say anything wrong, but 
I had to be careful. 

Once I told a group of players that I 
was impressed with how quickly they 
caught on with something, and (half- 
jokingly) asked them if they wanted to 
play for Palm Beach Junior College. I 
saw their eyes get all wide, then I looked 
at a coach who was in from Cuba. He 


gave me the sternest look, so I knew I’d 
done something wrong.” 

Cacciatore said he and Cardenal were 
approached by a young communist who 
tried repeatedly to get the two to read 
his literature. 

“I didn’t speak the language fluently, 
so whenever I didn’t want to hear some¬ 
thing, I would just ‘play dumb.’ I could 
lean back and watch how they operate.” 

The Pacer coach said he would like to 
someday travel and teach baseball in 
Russia “just to see what it’s really like,” 
and/or do the same in Europe and the 
Far East “now that baseball is an Olym¬ 
pic sport.”*

tion) as a Florida Satellite Network 
site,” he said. “As an affiliate in that 
network, we will be able to offer credit 
and non-credit courses by TV to 
lawyers, doctors, government service 
employees and the like.” 

So far, the network is still being 
formed, and PBJC is only one site out 
of 10 in the state that has a satellite f 
dish. 

But eventually, the net will include 
receiving sites in each of the 28 
community college districts, accord¬ 
ing to a Department of Education 
publication issued in August. 

“This network will provide a 
significant cost savings for the 
community college system,” 
Schmiederer said. “Instead of spend¬ 
ing time and money traveling to 
seminars and meetings, college 
officials can teleconference with 
others throughout the state.” 

Even though the satellite network is 
not yet fully operational, the dish at 
PBJC is not remaining idle. It was 
purchased through a federal voca¬ 
tional grant originally for use in 
teaching electronics technology stu¬ 
dents the fundamentals of satellite 
transmissions. 

The dish can be monitored in one of 
the college’s tech labs. There, students 
learn how to install the dishes, orient 
them, and pick up signals from 
different satellites. I 

“We’re already applying for more ^ 
grant funds so that we may buy | 
additional parts and extend our 
operations even more,” Schmiederer 
said.* I

PBJC Glades offered several work¬ 
shops and courses during the Fall that 
were tailored to the needs of residents 
in communities around the lake. 

For the first time, the American 
Institute of Banking and PBJC Glades 
set up two mini-courses (one credit 
hour) in banking. 

The first of the five-week courses, 
which began Aug. 27, dealt with 
“Consumer Lending.” Twenty-seven 
banking professionals from as far 
away as LaBelle and Moore Haven 
signed up to take the course. 

“Judging by the response we got, 
you would have to say this was a 
service that was needed,” said Mary 
Orsenigo, PBJC Glades registrar. 

PBJC Glades also hosted an “Agri¬ 
cultural Management and Supervision 
Workshop” Sept. 5-6, which featured 
Drs. C.D. Covey and Karl Ketner, 
agricultural extension economists 
from the University of Florida. 

About 35 supervisors and foremen 
from agricultural firms in the Glades 
enrolled in the eight-hour course. 


Young Musicians 
Attend Band Camp 

Sixty-eight middle school and high 
school students from Boca Raton to 
Jupiter participated in PBJC’s first- 
ever Summer Band Camp, which ended 
July 25 with a concert in the Gym. 

The program, which was co-spon- 
sored through the Continuing Educa¬ 
tion Division by the PBJC Music De¬ 
partment and the Palm Beach County 
School Board, included four weeks of 
intense musical training beginning July 
1 . 

The public and private students were 
divided into three bands based on abil¬ 
ity: Orange, Green, or Gold. They also 
performed in “mass band” sectional re¬ 
hearsals and attended computerized 
music theory classes. 

“For a first year effort, it was a gi¬ 
gantic success,” said Otis Harvey, dean 
of continuing education. 

The camp curriculum was designed 
and coordinated by Richard Mucci, a 
20-year veteran music educator in Palm 
Beach County middle schools and high 
schools.# 


A workshop for health professionals 
on “Acquired Immunity Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS)” was held Sept. 9, 
and drew a lot of positive feedback, 
Orsenigo said. 

“We sent out 85 notices to health 
officials, dental professionals, morti¬ 
cians and others who work with the 
human body,” she said. Afterward, a 
lot of people told us how glad they were 
that we were offering this workshop.” 

In addition to the special seminars, 
the regular schedule of Fall Term 
classes is now in full swing after a brief 
hiatus over the summer. 

New students at an orientation 
session Aug. 26 heard rousing testi¬ 
monials from two former Glades 
campus students: Mamie Washington, 
a local attorney, and Brett Woodham, 
an industrial relations administrator 
with the Glades Sugar Co-op. 

“Both were down-to-earth, and 
commented on the advantages of 
smaller classes,” Orsenigo said. 
“They both emphasized that they got 
started at PBJC Glades.”#

Don’t Want to Drive Far? Try Taking 
Coliege Classes at Your Work Site 


Work with local industry will be paying 
off in the Fall Term at PBJC with nine un¬ 
usual classes, some never offered before, 
according to John Schmiederer, Dean of 
Vocational Educatioa 
Five of the classes will be college credit 
courses on site-two at IBM and three at 
Motorola. 

IBM has requested Freshman Com¬ 
munications and Technical Math, Level 
n, Schmiederer said Level I, as well as 
College Preparatory English, was offered 
there in the past Winter Term. 

Motorola is essentially moving through 
the Electronics Program usually offered 
at PBJC Central In the Fall Term they 
have requested Basic Programming and 
two classes in Logic Circuits. 

Another credit class to be offered at 
PBJC Central is the result of a unique 
three-way collaboration between PBJC, 
Pratt & Whitney and the American Met¬ 
allurgy Society. The course, called “Intro¬ 
duction to Engineering Materials,” will be 
taught by P & W personnel 
The credit courses were developed 
with the help of the Deans of Instruction 
at PBJC North, Central and South, 
Schmiederer said. The Continuing Edu¬ 
cation Division WM be offering tlu’ee in¬ 


dustry-related non-credit courses this fall 

Basic Trauma Life Support Training, a 
16-hour course, will be offered six or 
seven times during this academic year. It 
is for additional training for Paramedics 
and Emergency Room personnel in pre¬ 
hospital care, and has been developed in 
cooperation with the fire and rescue units 
of the county and the American Heart As¬ 
sociation. 

Pioneering work done by PBJC in 
1980-81 in training of child care workers 
has been used by the state as a model for a 
20-hour course which is mandated for all 
child care workers before January 1, 
1987. There are approximately 2,400 
child care workers in Palm Beach County. 

The college plans to offer 5 sections of 
the course per month, which will lead to 
an HRS Certificate. 

A new program in First Aid for Child 
Care Workers has been endorsed by the 
owners of child care facilities in the 
county, and will be offered monthly. 

“We believe these courses exemplify 
one of the key elements in the com¬ 
munity college system,” Schmiederer 
said. “We are here to serve the com¬ 
munity.”#

For some students, not having to 
worry about keeping up with lecture 
material in the classroom is what 
makes the difference between flound¬ 
ering and learning. 

Math classes can be that way. 

That is why a new independent study 
course in college preparatory mathe¬ 
matics was developed and tested at 
PBJC North over the summer . . .and 
will probably be expanded upon during 
this year. 

The course, which was designed by 
IMTS Lab instructor Digna Davis, 
along with the PBJC North math 
department, is a four-credit college 
prep course which uses computer-as¬ 
sisted instruction, a variety of learning 
resources, and qualified instructors. 

During the trial period, it was 
implemented by Sara Seelke, Mimi 
Churchill and others in the IMTS Lab. 

Unlike a lot of people from the 
community who pay the $I fee and use 
the IMTS Lab to brush up on basic 
skills, students must register for a 
minimum of six credit hours, which 
can be scheduled any time during the 
week. 

They must also sign a work contract 
and meet with a “mentor’’ periodi¬ 
cally to discuss progress, concerns and 
special needs. 

“The mentor will troubleshoot for 
them,” Churchill said. “But the 


students basically work on their own at 
their own pace until they’re finished. 
They receive a pass/fail grade.’’ 

Tracy Scott, a freshman at PBJC 
North, volunteered over the summer 
to be the “guinea pig”, going through 
the program to spot any bugs. 

A Juno Isles resident, she is 
majoring in special education, and 
said the independent study course was 
good preparation for College Algebra 
— her next math challenge. 

“Taking math independently was 
better for me ... it was easier for me 
because things made more sense,” she 
said. “I learned more than what I had 
to, so it was easy to pass the tests.” 
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Syrian ambassador visits PBJC 

His Excellency, Rafic Jouejati, am¬ 
bassador of Syria to the United States, 
paid a surprise visit ta PBJC July 23. 

The ambassador, is keenly in¬ 
terested in education and displayed 
considerable knowledge of the U.S. 
educational system, sat through part of 
a Continuing Educatidn staff meeting, 
charmed everyone at hastily prepared 
reception, and toured the entire camp¬ 
us at PBJC Central. 

“The ambassador was especially in¬ 
terested in all of our high tech areas,” 
said Otis Harvey, Dean of Continuing 
Education. “He got to see our Data 
Processing, our CPI Labs, a gifted 
class. None of our classes in aircraft 
technology were meeting at the time, 
so he missed that.” 

Harvey said even the rain and high 
winds from Tropical Storm Bob, which 
was passing through the area that day, 
did not seem to dampen the ambas¬ 
sador’s enthusiasm. 

“He picked up admission forms for 
his nephew, and plans to enroll him 
here in the Fall,” Harvey said. 

The ambassador said that most stu¬ 
dents from Syria coming to colleges in 
the U.S. go to California or Texas, but 
he “would like to see more of them 
attending colleges in Florida.” 

“The ambassador even took some 
information and said he would talk to 
other ambassadors in Washington a- 
bout the educational opportunities
